LEAGUE EQUALITY 


Teutons Will Also De- 
mand Plebiscite in All 
Territories Concerning 
Which There Is Dispute. 


TO ACCEPT REDUCTION 
OF ARMY TO 100,000 


Will Ask, However, That 
This Limit Be Not En- 
forced Until Conditions 
Are Stabilized. 


Paris, May 27.—A Berlin dispatch 
received in Paris gives in some de- 
tail the counter proposals to the 
peace treaty of the allied and as- 
sociated powers which were agreed 
on at the last conference of the 
Germans at Spa. The counter pro- 
posals will make a volume of re- 
spectable dimensions. 

Concerning the Sarre region, Ger- 
many will ask France to give up 
her territorial pretensions to this 
region and permit economic control 
over all the coa] output there. 

It is proposed that the German 
fleet be transferred to an inter- 
national trust, managed by the 
Americans and controlled by the 
leagus of nations. The trust would 
be given the mercantile fleets of all 
maritime nations and 
every nation would be represented 
in this central administration in a 
manner corresponding to the na- 
tion’s tonnage. Germany an- 
nounces her readiness to hand over 
50 per cent of her mercantile fleet. 

Besides in conformity with the 
proposition made by the former di- 
rector of the Hamburg-American 
line, Germany will pledge herself to 
build at her own expense in her 
own dock yard and by her own 
workmen, the number of ships 
necessary to compensate for the 
diminution in the world’s tonnage 
due to Germany’s submarine war- 
fare. In return Germany will ask 
to be allowed large credits for the 
payment for raw materials required 
to carry out the undertaking and to 
be allowed to give in payment some 
of her own raw or manufactured 
goods. 

As regards the cable line Germany 
will suggest a system of interna- 
tionalization which would not pre- 
vent Germany from participating in 
the general traffic of nations. 

Concerning territorial questions in 
the east of Europe the counter pro- 
posals simply call the attention of 
the entente to the state of mind 
of the German populations in the 
contested territories of upper Silesia 
and east and west Prussia and Dan- 
zig. These populations, it says, 
would be sure to take up arms in 
their own defense if they were to 
be annexed to Poland and that this 
might lead to other wars. 
EQUAL MEMBERSHIP 
IN LEAGUE WANTED. 

Berlin, Monday, May 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The question 
whether Germany will sign the 
peace treaty or not, it was believed 
here tonight, depends altogether on 
whether the allied and associated 
powers will agree to a plebiscite in 
all disputed territories and the re- 
ception of Germany into the league 
of nations as a member with an 
equal vote.

Ludwigschafen is in Bavaria on 
the Rhine, opposite Mannheim.

Washington, May 27.—Capture of 
Peterhof, sixteen miles west of Pe- 
trograd on the Gulf of Finland, by 
the army of the northern Russian 
government, probably assisted by 
British naval forces, was reported 
to the state department today in 
Swedish press reports. The Stock- 
holm Tidningen points out that the 
report presages the fall of Petro- 
grad in the near future. 


ARRANGEMENTS MADE 
TO FEED PEOPLE. ~ 

London, May 27.—The allied and 
associated powers have made ar- 
rangements to feed Petrograd and 
render assistance to the Starving 
population after the expulsion of 
the Bolsheviki. Herbert C. Hoover, 
the head of the allied relief, has 
the details in hand. It is hoped 
that relief will be in the city within 
thirty-six hours after the Bolshe- 
viki withdraw. 

HELP PROMISED 
ADMIRAL KOLCHAK. 

Paris, May 27.—The council of 
four and Japan have offered Ad- 
miral Kolchak, head of the Omsk 
government, money and supplies to 
maintain the AlliRussian govern- 
ment, provided he promises to hold 
elections for a constituent assem- 
bly as soon as he reaches Moscow, 
or, if conditions are too disturbed 
to hold elections, to reconvoke the 
former constituent assembly. 

The proviso also carries with it 
the necessity for Kolchak to recog- 
nize the independence of Poland and 
Finland, and to come to an amicable 
arrangement with other existing 
governments in Russia regarding 
their future status within or with- 
out the future Russian state. 

BIG GUNS HEARD 
AT PETROGRAD. 

Stockholm, May 27.—The sound 
of a heavy bombardment has been 
heard within the last few days in 
the direction of Petrograd and 
Kronstadt, according to advices re- 
ceived from Viborg. The advices 
report a panic among the Bolshevik

Mrs. Daisy Wright Tells 
Officers Shooting Fol- 
lowed Her Refusal to 
Live With Him Again. 


HAD BEEN SEPARATED 
FOR SEVERAL WEEKS 


“T Quit Him Because He 
Would Not Work and 
Make a Decent Living 


for Me,” Declares the 
Wounded Woman. 


Suffering from a bullet wound in 
the left side near the heart, Mrs. 
Daisy Wright, a pretty young wom- 
an, lies at the Grady hospital in a 
dying condition, while the police 
are conducting an exhaustive 
search for her husband, C. E. 
Wright, 23 years old, charged by 
his wife with the shooting, which 
occurred about 10:30 o’clock last 
night at 323 Bellwood avenue. 

Wright and his wife had been 
separated for the last several 


weeks and the police have advanced | 
the theory that anger was the be 


cause of the shooting. i" 

‘Dearest, won’t youw take me 
back; life is not worth living with- 
out you?” were the words Wright is 
said to have spoken to his wife a 
few minutes before he drew his gun. 


Woman Tells Story. 


“l have been separated from my 
husband for several weeks,” said 
the wounded woman to the police. 
“It was when I told him that noth- 
ing could make me live with him 
again, that he drew his gun and 
fired one shot before I knew what 
had happened. We separated be- 
cause he would not work and make 
a decent living for me.” 

The call reached headquarters a 
few minutes after 10 o’clock and a 
record run was made to the scene 
by Call Officers Fain and Hudson. 
The shooting was said to have hap- 
pened on the threshold of the front 
door, but by the time the officers 
arrived the frail body of the wound- 
ed woman had been taken 
and a number of excited neighbors 
had gathered around Mrs. Wright, 
begging her to tell them how she 
was shot. 

It was a short time before the 
ambulance arrived, but the offic -rs 
managed to secure a few discon- 
nected statements from Mrs. Wright, 
and upon inveStigation it was found 
that there were no eye-witnesses to 


the shooting, although several gS

BRAN TO OSCUSS 
FRAG OF TREAT 


Had the famous Bryan treaty, to 
which sixteen nations were signa- 
tories prior to the European war, 
been. conceived four years earlier, 
the great struggle would never have 
occurred, is the opinion of a great 
many international lawyers express- 
ed since the covenant of the league 
of nations has been made public; 
for it is upon the principle of com- 
pulsory arbitration before resort to 
arms that the whole frame work of 
the league has been constructed. 

This and other interesting phases 
of the complicated international 
situation are expected to be discus- 
sed by the former secretary of state 


in one of his two addresses in At- 
lanta next Saturday, when he will 
bring one of the seven prohibition 
tours of the Anti-Saloon league 
through Georgia as a preliminary 
enterprise to the nineteenth annual 
convention of the Anti-Saloon 
league, which convenes in Washing- 
ton on June 4. 

After the Washington gathering, 
which will be attended by more 
than fifteen delegates of foreign na- 
tions, Mr. Bryan will launch from 
Liberty Hut the keynote address in 
the movement for a “‘dry world” be- 
ginning immediately a second tour 
of the south which includes Geor- 
gia. 

The Bryan party will reach At- 
lanta probably early Saturday morn- 
ing from Birmingham and be met 
at the station by a committee frorn 
the Atlanta branch of the Anti- 
Saloon league, of which Dr. Charles 
O. Jones, is superintendent. The 
afternoon meeting will be held at 
3:30 at the Wesley Memorial church, 
and the evening one at the Baptist 
Tabernacle at 8, following which 
the party leaves for Savannah, 
where it will disband, Mr. Bryan 
going directly to his home in Ne- 
braska, and the others of the delega- 
tion leaving for Washington.

SHIPPERS PROTEST 


EARLIER CLOSING 
OF FREIGHT DEPOTS 


A large number of Georgia ship- 
pers and receivers of freight attend- 
ed the hearing of the proposal of 
the United States railroad admin- 
istration to close freight depots 
earlier, heard Tuesday morning be- 
fore the railroad commission, and 
entered a protest against the move- 
ment. 

Atlanta was represented by Harry 
Moore, traffic manager, and a dele- 
gation of prominent members of the 
Atlanta Freight bureau. Athens was 
represented by J. E. Talmadge, a 
wholesale grocer, and other large 
shippers. Macon was represented 
by B. Gilham, traffic manager of the 
Macon Chamber of Commerce. Co- 
lumbus was represented by S. A. 
Spivey. Albany was represented 
by N. W. Tift. In addition to these, 
were many other shippers 
representing practically all of the 
jobbing centers of the state. 

The visitors protested the move 


to close the depots at 4 in the aft- 
ernoon on the grounds that it would 
impose a financial hardship on them 
and would leave their teams and 
shipping clerks idle after 3 o'clock 
as well as the fact that applica- 
tion for earlier closing hours by 
the railroads has been denied in two 


'instances during the past few years. 
'Thne commission did not reach a de- 


cision and will hardly do so until 
its next meeting.

Holding Up Runners. | 


One of the greatest features of | 
first base play is holding base run- 
ners to the base and aiding the 


pitcher in stopping base‘ running. 


This is perhaps the most important 
feature of the modern detensive 
game and is much dependent upon 
the development of the balk mo- 
tion, especially by left-handed pitch- 
ers. 

In holding up base runners the 
first baseman instantly handicaps 
himself in the field, first because he 


on the base itself, or rather over it, 


away from the base in returning 
and, second, because the defensive 
position assumed by the first base- 
man has resulted in the new system 
of attack, which consists of trying 
to hit behind the runner in run and 
hit plays. 

This right fleld hitting when run-

Board Answers Protest. 


The army. may? and civilian board 
of boxing control, numbering among 
its members several governors, army 
and naval officers, and representa- 
tive citizens, today answered the 
protest of the Federated Churches 
of Ohio against the match.

Wright, secretary of the organiza- 
tion, at Cleveland. 

“The governmént made boxing an 
integral part of the training of sol- 
diers for war, which resulted in a 
great revival of the sport,” the let- 
ter reads in part, “For every sin- 
gle person opposed to boxing in 

hio, and in all parts of America, 
we are: convinced that there are a 
thousand devoted followers of the 
sport to whom the proposed match 
will be a source of innocent and 
pleasureable entertainment and we 
can not see any reason why it should 
be denied them any more than we 
could see the justice of interfering 
with any of the religious entertain- 
ments: which you frequently or- 
ganize in conjunction with your 
church. 

“If you will pardon our saying so, 
your opposition is a half a. century 
behind the times. We consider that 
those who are opposing this match 
are incurring hc responsibility, 
as such opposition can only react 
to the detriment of religion in the 
minds of millions of mén who can 
see no harm in two exponents of 
the highest skill in a given sport, 
engaging In contest for supremacy. 
We have read the rules of the To- 
ledo boxing commission governing 
public contests in that city, and we 
have no hesitation in saying that 
they are a model of what such rules 
should be.” 


“Farmer’ Burns Says 


Grappling Trust Is | 
Working in Matches 


Jack Curley, manager of Wladek 


Zbyszko, Polish giant and claimant 
of the world’s heavyweight wres- 
tling championship, may be correct 
in his contention that there is no 
such thing as wrestling “trust,” but 
“Farmer” Burns, of Omaha, the 
man who made Frank Gotch a 
champion matman, does not believe 
Curley’s declaration. Burns says 
there is a grappling “trust.” and 
that Curley is the acknowledged 
head of the monopoly. 

“Certainly there is a wrestling 
trust,’’ said Burns, ‘‘otherwise Cur- 
ley would not refuse to permit 
Zbyszko and other topliners to meet 
Marin Plestina. This man Plestina 
is the greatest wrestler the world 
has ever known, outside of Gotch, 
but Curley will not play with Ples- 
tina because Plestina will not sub- 
mit to Curley’s demands and play 
horse with the public.” 

Burns does not take refuge be- 
hind the bush when he expresses 
himself about the wrestling situa- 
tion. He has specific instances by 
the dozens to show that Stecher, 
Lewis, Zbyszko and others of the 
headliners have had chances to meet 
Plestina, but they refused these op- 
portunities because Plestina insists 
upon having the best man win. 

‘Tf you waht an instance of how 
Curley controls this game, you have 
but to follow Zbyszko through his 
matches. The rules say that a fall 
must be made by pinning a man’s 
shoulders to the mat, and that two 
falls must constitute a match. 
Zbovszko’s mathes are nearly al] one- 
fall propositions,” said Burns. 

Plestina is gradually working 
into the limelight and will soon be 
in a position where he can force 
Curley and his co-partners to show 
their haad. Down in New York city 
they are wildly enthusiastic over 
the manner in which Plestina dis- 
posed of Bill Rogers, Canadian 
champion recently, and the follow- 
ers there, aided by the newspaper 
writers, are insisting that Curley 
come out of his hole and send 
Zbyszko up against the powerful! 
youngster. Bernard MacFadden, 
too, is assisting Plestina in his 
quest for the titular silks, and some 
decisive action on the matter is ex- 
pected within a short time, possibly 
during the coming autumn when 
the game géts under way down 
east.”
